cd QUESTION POOL CHANGES— 


The Amateur Radio examination question 
pools remain in a holding pattern pending an 
announcement from the FCC on license re- 
structuring. No question pools or questions 
have changed for any license class. 

Last September, the National Conference 
of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators’ Ques- 
tion Pool Committee announced that all ques- 
ion pool updates were being put on hold until 
after the FCC had acted on Amateur Radio 
restructuring (officially known as the Part 97 
Biennial Review). Until the September 
NCVEC QPC announcement, the Advanced 
class question pool had been scheduled to 
expire at midnight on June 30. 

Current examination questions and 
ARRL study materials remain valid until 
further notice. The NCVEC already has post- 
poned its annual meeting and says it won't 
set a new meeting date until the FCC drops 
the other shoe on Amateur Radio restructur- 
ing. NCVEC members were to meet July 9 in 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. The FCC's action 
is expected to have a substantial impact an 
the content of amateur examinations.
